POOR DAY FOR FAVORITES 



FIRST CHOICES FAIL TO CUT MUCH FIGURE 
IN LATONIA RESULTS. 



Any Port Returns to Winning Form with Startling 
Suddenness — Jockey Mountain Distinguishes 
Himself by Piloting Trio of Winners. 



Cincinnati, 0., June 15. — Ideal racing .weather 
prevailed this afternoon and close tluishos marked the 
sport at Latonia, which was witnessed by another 
large crowd. Those who expected the track to l>e 
in I tad condition were disappointed, for instead of 
being heavy as a result of yesterday’s rain, it was 
good at race time and improved as the afternoon 
wore on. Jockey Mountain's success in the saddle 
was a feature. This old timer scored with three 
of his mounts. Flis good work began iu the second 
race, when iie brought home Su reget in a hard drive 
With High Range. Then he followed with a victory 
on Tourist and in the succeeding race on Any Port. 
The lulter's win furnished the main surprise of the 
afternoon, as he displayed startling improvement over 
recent essays and led home a smart lot of racers. 

When Nictate emerged from the paddock, gate to 
go to the post lie acted like a wild horse and imme- 
diately rid himself of his rider. He then kept stable 
hands busy (lodging about the track for the next five 
minutes getting out of harm’s way. When lie was 
linaily caught, it required the efforts of all the 
assistant starters to keep him from climbing the 
fences. C. Ross, his rider, remounted, but imme- 
diately was the victim of a hard fall. The judges 
then ordered the horse withdrawn. Rob Co., in the 
same race, bolted and almost went over the fence, 
in tlie fourth race excitement was created after 
the tinish by the disqualification of Fireman, the 
favorite. He hml finished third to Any Port and 
Hazel Burke, but was displaced by the judges for 
his jockey’s palpable attempt at interference with 
Colston. The latter was given third place. Rooney 
was tilled $106 and was suspended ten days for the 
offense. 

The third race was attended by a runup. .Jake 
Markleiu. still hot on the trail of C. C. Van Meter 
for the alleged part he played in having John Mark- 
lein banished from the turf, bid Tourist up to 
$1,600. an advance of $200 over his entered price, 
and became his new owner. In addition to the 
numerous happenings in the second race. Romp was 
claimed from J. B. Respess by E. F. Miller, who 
was represented in the race by Topland. The clairn- 
i ing price was $860. 

Tlie last two races enabled J. C. Milam to score 
a double, with Merrick and Dick Baker. The for- 
mer, though running in much-improved form, had 
to he hard driven to outstay Jacobite, an extreme 
outsider. Rocky O’Brien, the favorite, was third. 
Dick Baker was lucky to save much ground entering 
; the stretch, which enabled him to get up to take 
the measure of the lightly regarded Waltz in the 
elosing strides. First Peep, the favorite, finished 
far back. 

Most of the first choices were beaten during the 
afternoon, to the cost of the big operators. 

Nictate will in future be barred from starting here 
because of his bad acting. 

Plan Ryan has been sold to I. Leyde and will be 
shipped to .Mexico. Mr. Leyde is iu quest of about 
forty horses that he wants to take to Mexico. 

John W. Schorr will sell Wander, Bayerin. Lady 
Palms. Tennessee and Scrimmage by auction on 
Saturday next in tlie Latonia paddock. The Schorr 
string at present consists of twenty-eight racers. 

Harry F. Breivogel, who is acting as chief ac- 
countant here, is said to be in a bad way with 
typhoid fever aeordltig to reports from tlie hospital 
to whieli he has been taken. 

James Ross, superintendent at Lexington track, 
was among today’s visitors. He reports that only 
four horses are at present stabled at the Kentucky 
Association course.

GITTINS BILLS OBJECTED TO. 



Albany, N. Y.. June 15. — When the Gittins hills 
were reached on the Senate calendar yesterday. Sen- 
ator Josiah T. Newcomb of New York City, one of 
the senators who supported Governor Hughes’ re- 
form program, objected to their advancement to 
the order of final passage. Unanimous consent was 
necessary to advance the hills out of their order. 
The bills retain their position oil tlie calendar in 
general orders and it is, likely that they will be 
advanced early next week. Supporters of the bills 
prediut that they will pass, but not without a lively 

L tight. But little opposition has appeared, and. if 
left to vote as they please, the Senators would with- 
out doubt pass the bills since it is the general idea 
that the directors’ liability legislation of last year 
.was decidedly unjust. 



ANOTHER NEW ORLEANS RUMOR. 



New Orleans. La.. June 15. — Business and sporting 
circles arp much interested in a report that an 
attempt to restore racing under certain regulations, 
is back of a bid made by George G. Friedrichs for 
i lie City Park race track property. Samuel F. Heas- 
lin, E. F. Buhler and C. II. Rice, liquidators of tlie 
City Park Jockey Club, met and received proposals. 
Tlie onlv bid submitted was from Mr. Friedrichs, 
the original promoter of the City Park raee track. 
His offer was $203,000. 

The report circulated in connection with the Fried- 
richs’ bid was that Mr. Friedrichs was acting for 
foreign interests who were willing to buy the prop- 
erty as an investment on some assurance that racing 
under certain regulations would he restored in this 
City. 



GOVERNOR GRAY SAFELY AT HAMILTON. 



Latonia Derby Winner Will Meet Opponents Worthy 
of His Mettle in Saturday’s Derby. 



Hamilton, Ont., June 15. — The meeting of the 
Hamilton Jockey Club which is scheduled to begin 
on Saturday next, promises to eclipse In importance 
all others hitherto given in this enterprising little 
city. The best thoroughbreds on this continent are 
gathered here. Included in the list being tlie turf 
stars in the stables of August Belmont, R. T. Wil- 
son. S. C. Hildreth. Richard F. Carman, Thomas 
Clyde and other important owners from tlie metro- 
politan tracks. 

Interest in the opening day’s sports eenters in 
the running of the Hamilton Derby, which is the 
leading feature of the seven-days program. Governor 
Gray, tlie Garry Herrmann gelding that won the 
Latonia Derby last week, arrived this afternoon and 
was unloaded in good condition. Jockey T. Rice, 
who lias been engaged to ride the gelding, will come 
here tomorrow night. Governor Gray is asked to 
meet some three-year-olds of the highest caliber and 
if he succeeds in winning tills race he will cer- 
tainly lie entitled to the crown. In Naushon and 
Zeus, not to mention Meridian and Whist, lie will 
meet tliree-year-olds of tlie first rank. The Nigger 
is also in this stake, but it is doubtful if he can 
win. If the Kentuckians think that Governor Gray 
lias a chance they can win a fortune here from some 
of the owners of the other eligibles. 

John Whalen sent the Belmont colt. Whist, a mile 
and a sixteenth this morning in 1:50. Whist was 
in hand all the way and only cantering at the end. 
Naushon was sent a mile and a quarter in 2:08? 
and Meridian the same distance in 2:09*. Zeus went 
a mile and an eighth ill 1:54 and Novelty six fur- 
longs in 1:14. 

It is doubtful if Lahore or Novelty goes to the 
post In the Derby. The former is not within two 
weeks of a raee. while Novelty’s work has been 
confined to spfiuting. Tlie latter will possibly be a 
starter in the Inaugural dash on Saturday. 

The officials will lie the same thut were employed 
by the club last season. Joseph A. Murphy will act 
as steward, while Francis Nelson and Joseph Burke 
will be the judges. Fred W. Gerhardy will serve 
as clerk of the scales, with Joseph McLennan as his 
assistant. A. B. Dade will do the starting.

A. P. Cunliffe’s four-year-old bay colt 
Charles O’Malley, by Desmond — Goody Two Shoes 
was second and Sir R. C. Garton's five-year old hay 
horse Declare, by Desmond — Darling Clara, ran third. 
Six started, with Willonyx the favorite at 5 to 4. 

The St. James Palace Stakes of 100 sovereigns 
each with 300 sovereigns added, for three-year-olds 
at a mile, was won by Lord Derby's chestnut colt 
Stedfast, by Chaucer — Be Sure, with L. Neuman’s 
chestnut colt Cellini, by Cylleno — Sirenia, second and 
Leopold de Rothschild’s bay colt St. Anton, by St.
